cur in this action.before the bill could 


be sent to President Coolidge. 

Chairman Borah, of the foreign re- 
lations committee, joined in the sup- 
port of the amendment which was of- 
fered to the pending naval supply 
bill. It would prohibit the use of any 
of the navy department appropriation 
for maintenance of marines in Naca- 
ragua after July 1. 

The vote was an upset of the sen- 
ate’s action a year ago when Presi- 
dent Coolidge was overwhelmingly 
supported in his policy to keep ma- 
rines in Nicaragua pending the na- 
tional election, But the argument 
was used in the senate today tiat the 
election is over and no excuse existed 
for further continuance of the Ameri- 
can fightérs in Latin America. 

Senator Dill, democrat, Washing- 
ton, offered the amendment for with- 
drawal of the marines. It ‘was modi- 
fied, however, by Senator Bratton, 
democrat, New Mexico, to allow for 
use of marines “in cases of emer- 
gency arising hereafter endangering 
life and property, or both, of Ameri- 
can citizens.”

The philosophy taught by Jesus doesn’t work, but it doesn’t work 
for the simple reason that men will not practice it. 

Men do not love their enemies; they do not turn the other cheek; 
'they do not give to those who ask; they do not practice unselfishness. 
Does their failure to practice these virtues prove the philosophy 
| unsound? 

Is honesty any less desirable because men steal? ‘ 

When Jesus was confronted by shrewd enemies who asked ques- 
tions to trap him, his answers revealed a crystal-clear common sense. 

Because of those answers, the world says: “Here was a man with 
a level head and shrewd wit, who could take care of himself.” 

But when Jesus taught men to regard material things of no value, 
to become as little children, and to love’ one another, the: world an- 
Sswered and still answers: “He is a dreamer and his teachings do not fit 
the hard facts of a practical world.” 

Was he a teacher of common Sense in one instance and a dreamer of 


dreams in the other? 
Isn't it possible that his ‘“‘dreams’’ were the soundest of common 


sense? 
| The world has made a rather dreary mess of its practical, selfish, 
| survival-of-the-fittest theories. 
| Even now it is arming for another great war—the perfect flower 
of a selfish philosophy. 

The good works man has done are the works of unselfishness; the 
evil he has done is the work of lust for gain. . 

lf men have done some good by harmonizing their lives in some 
degree with the philosophy of Jesus, isn’t it possible that their lives 
and works would be wholly good if they should adopt his philosophy 
entire? 

A few cannot live the Christian philosophy and survive, any more 
than one nation can disarm and survive. : 

But if all would cleanse themselves of selfishness, none would lose 


for none would wish to gain. 
None would need to turn the other cheek, for none would strike 


the first blow. 

None would lose by his willingness to give, for none would be so 
selfish as to take. 

The fault is not in the philosophy, but in man’s failure to adopt it. 

If the philosophy of Jesus is foolish, then wars, greed, the exploit- 
ing of the weak and the arrogant cruelty of the strong are. sensible. 

Can the man in mire shout ‘‘dreamer’’ at one who points out a path 


that is clean?

The developments of the year in 
meat production and consumption were 
reported by the bureau to have been 
similar to those in 1927, although more 
pronounced, including a continued up- 
swing in hog and lamb slaughter and 
a continued downswing in the beef sup- 
ply. Pork production showed an in- 
crease of 854 million pounds in 1928 
over the preceding year; lamb and 
mutton increased 26 million pounds 
and beef slaughter decreased 744 mil- 
lion pounds.
